This color scheme adequately conceals the underlying impairment 
of this rather attractive coin. Both sides are well centered within 
their denuded borders and all major features are sharp for the grade. 

183 1795 Draped Bust—Corroded, Scratched—ANACS. AU Details, 
Net VF 30. B-15, BB-52. Rich antique-gold and blue-gray toning 
blankets both sides. Neither the corrosion nor the scratches are undu¬ 
ly bothersome to this coin’s overall pleasing appearance. The strike 
is full and all major features display razor-sharp definition. An 
attractive coin despite its impairments. 

184 1798 Large Eagle VF 25 NGC. B-13, BB-108. Originally offered as 
lot 5309 in our 1999 E-Fair Premier Sale, this coin was described as: 
“The die flaw between the tip of the bust and star 13, as well as the 
die crack that joins the L in LIBERTY to the rim, are the most easi¬ 
ly distinguishable characteristics of this variety. Both the obverse 
and the reverse exhibit deep lavender-charcoal patination that light¬ 
ens somewhat across the raised features. Suitably detailed save for E 
PLURIBUS UNUM, the surfaces are free of the sizeable circulation 
impairments that typically plague large silver coins. Always popular 
among type collectors.”

185 1842 VF 25 NGC. The lightly toned, golden-gray surfaces show 
scattered circulation marks and suitable detail for the grade. 

186 1845—Tooled, Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU 50. The 
obverse of this scarcer issue of just 24,500 pieces is mostly brilliant 
and without wear, but the deep, oppressive shades of questionable 
color on the reverse are an attempt to cover signs of tooling above 
the eagle. 

187 1846-0 XF 40 ANACS. Toned in mottled shades of gray with an 
average strike and a few light marks as one might expect of the 
grade. This premier O-mint dollar issue has a low mintage of only 
59,000 pieces and is very scarce in all grades. 

188 1873 AU 50 PCGS. With the abolition of the standard silver dollar, 
many of the 293,000 Liberty Seated dollars that the Philadelphia 
Mint produced in 1873 went to the melting pot for recoinage into 
Trade dollars. A scarce coin in all grades, About Uncirculated sur¬ 
vivors are infrequently encountered in today’s market. The lightly 
toned surfaces show scattered light and moderate circulation marks, 
but the remaining detail is suitable for this respected circulated 
grade. An important opportunity for the silver dollar specialist.

Although uniformly frosted, the fields are 
noticeably brighter than the devices. Untoned and baggy, the sur¬ 
faces reveal razor sharp definition that does not even wane over Lib¬ 
erty’s head or the eagle’s right (facing) leg. 

190 1877-CC MS 60 ANACS. A late-date in this series that had already 
fallen out of favor with the federal government. Medium-gray ton¬ 
ing covers the slightly subdued surfaces.

1878 7TF Reverse of 1878 MS 65 NGC. Lustrous, white, and bold¬ 
ly defined with a few light contact marks. 

1878 7TF Reverse of 1878 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS. 
Dappled shades of russet, electric-blue, and orange-gold iridescence 
decorate the denticles of this first-year Morgan. Suitably reflective, 
the fields contrast nicely with the thickly frosted devices. As one 
wold expect of the issue, the devices display needle sharp definition 
throughout. 

1878 7TF Reverse of 1878 MS 64 Deep Minor Prooflike NGC. The 
overall appearance of this coin is one of brilliance despite cloudy-gray 
overtones. This just-miss example should be important among collec¬ 
tors who realize the exorbitant price of a full Gem representative. 

1878 7TF Reverse of 1879 MS 64 PCGS. Mostly brilliant with a 
noticeable lack of field marks, just a few scuffy blemishes on Liber¬ 
ty’s cheek. Sharply detailed for this popular variety. 

1878 7TF Reverse of 1879 MS 63 Deep Minor Prooflike PCGS. 
Scarce any finer, the present example displays mottled, silver-white 
haziness over glassy fields. The devices cany only a thin veil of mint 
frost. 

1878 7/8TF Strong MS 63 Deep Minor Prooflike ANACS. VAM- 
38. Deep and watery, the fields are curiously mark-free for the 
assigned grade. A few light and moderate abrasions on the obverse 
portrait do, however, preclude a near-Gem grade. Both sides are all 
but untoned. 

1878-S MS 64 PCGS. Essentially brilliant and sharply struck 
throughout. 

1878-S MS 65 NGC. Lightly toned and sharply struck with myriad 
die striations in the fields. Gem quality throughout. 

1878- S MS 66 PCGS. This untoned Gem exhibits the powerful 
strike that typifies many early S-mint Morgan dollars. Both sides are 
lustrous and expertly preserved. NGC and PCGS combined report 
only 17 examples above the present grade level. 

1879 MS 65 NGC. A pale-tan swath of toning bisects the reverse and 
breaks the continuity of the otherwise brilliant surfaces. Both sides 
show a rich endowment of mint frost. 

1879- CC MS 64 PCGS. A scarce issue in all grades, this CC-mint 
dollar is a prized commodity at the near-Gem grade level. Although 
uniformly frosted, the fields are noticeably brighter than the devices 
and are suggestive of a modest prooflike finish. The sharply struck 
features display scattered bagmarks, none of which are individually 
distracting. Free of toning, the blazing-white surfaces radiate power¬ 
fully through the holder. This popular Carson City dollar should have 
little trouble fitting into the finest collection of Mint State Morgans. 

1879-CC Capped Die XF 45 ANACS. VAM-3. Moderate to deep 
steel-gray and antique-gold toning tends to keep the hidden luster 
under wraps. Faint pinscratehes under the portrait are only of mini¬ 
mal distraction. 

1879- S MS 66 NGC. The sharply struck, lustrous surfaces show 
pale-gold iridescence and no distracting bagmarks. 

1880 MS 64 Prooflike PCGS. This snow-white dollar shows ample 
black and white contrast. Were it not for a small abrasion on the 
obverse portrait below Liberty’s eye, this otherwise smooth example 
would easily gamer a Gem grade. The strike is razor sharp throughout. 

1880- CC 8 Over Low 7 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. 
Deeply reflective in the fields, the devices show ice-white frost. The 
untoned surfaces allow for full appreciation of the sharply impressed 
features as well as the bold underdigit. 
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209 1880/79-CC Reverse of 1878 MS 63 ANACS. VAM-4. The under¬ 
digits are clearly visible under a loupe. Delicate russet iridescence 
overlays the lower reverse periphery and interrupts the otherwise 
ice-white surfaces. A scarcer variety of this popular CC-mint issue. 

210 1880/79-CC Reverse of 1878 MS 64 NGC. Lustrous, white, and 
crisply detailed for the issue with tiny contact marks on Liberty’s 
face. 

211 1880-0 MS 63 PCGS. White and satiny with minimal marks. Scarce 
in higher grades. 

212 1880-0 MS 63 NGC. Lustrous and snappy, the surfaces are sharply 
struck throughout. 

213 1880/79-0 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS. VAM-4. This 
is the most easily identifiable and, thus, the most desirable overdate 
variety of the issue. As all 1880-0 varieties are elusive with a Deep 
Mirror Prooflike finish, we can only assume that the present exam¬ 
ple represents a rare opportunity for Morgan dollar specialists. 
Untoned save for golden coloration about the upper obverse border, 
both sides show glassy fields and richly frosted devices. Both sides 
are free of individually distracting abrasions. To date, both major 
grading services have certified only 4 1880/79-0 dollars with Deep 
Mirror Prooflike designations, the finest of which grades MS 63. 

214 1880-S MS 65 NGC. Semi-prooflike with clean, snowy-white 
devices. 


215 1880-S MS 65 NGC, the obverse is noticeably prooflike, but the 
reverse is uniformly frosted; 1881-S MS 65 PCGS, untoned; and an 
1898-0 MS 65 ANACS, the golden-russet toning deepens somewhat 
about the denticles. (Total: 3 coins) 

216 1880-S MS 67 NGC. This truly immaculate dollar is well struck and 
untoned with superbly clean surfaces and significant reflectivity. 

217 1880-S MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS. Both sides show the 
black and white contrast that prooflike dollar collectors prefer. As 
befits the issue, the untoned surface reveal definition that is as sharp 
as the blade of a new knife. 

218 1881 MS 65 NGC. This frosty Gem shows exceptionally clean 
obverse fields. The strike is complete. 

219 1881-CC MS 64 PCGS. Sharply struck and brilliant-white with 
minor luster grazes on Liberty’s cheek. 

220 1881-CC MS 65 NGC. White and lustrous with crisp definition and 
light contact marks on Liberty’s face. 

221 1881-CC MS 65 NGC. Well defined with light abrasions on Liber¬ 
ty’s face and a suggestion of golden toning. 

222 1881-CC MS 65 NGC. The razor sharp strike and swirling mint lus¬ 
ter are indicative of this low mintage CC-mint delivery. 

223 1881-S MS 65 PCGS, attractive orange and olive-green toning gath¬ 
ers in the cracks and crevices of the obverse; and a 1901-0 MS 65 
PCGS, sharply defined for the issue with a small planchet flake on 
Liberty’s cheek and milky gray patina on the right side of the 
reverse.

1882 MS 66 ANACS. Mottled golden, russet, and electric-blue 
peripheral toning frames the brilliant centers. Free of distracting sur¬ 
face impairments, both sides display powerful striking qualities. 
This P-mint issue is surprisingly elusive above the MS 65 grade 
level. 

1882 MS 63 Prooflike ANACS, untoned with the exception of scat¬ 
tered golden peripheral accents; 1899 MS 62 PCGS, a bit too baggy 
to warrant a higher grade; 1903 MS 63 ANACS, electric-blue and 
golden-russet rim toning is noted on both sides; 1924 MS 64 
ANACS, the smooth surfaces show pleasing golden iridescence; and 
a 1934-S—Cleaned—ANACS, XF Details, Net VF 20, the surfaces 
exhibit an oily texture beneath smoky-lilac toning that does not 
speak well for this coin’s originality.

1882-0 MS 65 NGC. Smooth and satiny, the surfaces are free of ton¬ 
ing and snow-white in appearance. 

1882-0 MS 66 PCGS. The originally toned surfaces show inter¬ 
mingled swirls of slate-gray and golden-orange color. The surfaces 
are free of even the most trivial contact mark and the devices are 
powerfully struck. Both major grading services report only 16 exam¬ 
ples in MS 66 with 2 finer. 

1882-0 MS 64 Prooflike PCGS. This is a beautiful Choice Uncircu¬ 
lated Morgan that displays bright, untoned surfaces. The bold strike 
is especially memorable due to the presence of the New Orleans 
mintmark. 

1882-S MS 65 NGC, two pieces, one brilliant and the other framed 
in copper-gold and sea-green toning. (Total: 2 coins) 

1882- S MS 66 PCGS. Well struck and lustrous with glistening- 
white, nearly mark-free surfaces and considerable reflectivity. 

1883 MS 65 NGC; 1885 MS 65 NGC; and an 1887 MS 65 NGC, all 
are brilliant or nearly so with a pleasing, satiny finish. (Total: 3 
coins) 

1883- CC MS 65 NGC. Somewhat soft in the central areas with fully 
white luster and a few small contact marks. 

1883-CC MS 65 NGC. Full, bright luster with slight softness in the 
central areas and a few light contact marks. 

1883-CC MS 65 NGC. Lustrous, brilliant-white surfaces with nice 
definition and a few small imperfections. 
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24-8 1883-CC MS 65 NGC. Brilliant and frosty with a bit of central 

weakness and a few light obverse abrasions that are consistent with 
the grade. 

249 1883-CC MS 65 NGC. Bright mint frost with nice definition and a 
mark-free reverse. A few light obverse contact marks prevent a high¬ 
er grade. 

250 1883-CC MS 65 NGC. The swirling mint frost accents the sharply 
impressed features and carefully preserved surfaces. 

251 1883-CC MS 65 NGC. Brilliant save for bits of russet toning at the 
borders, with nicely frosted features and scintillating luster. 

This superb dollar is minimally abraded with 
a dash of light golden toning and slight weakness in the central 
areas. 

253 1883-CC MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Untoned with razor 
sharp, chalky features that provide ample contrast to the glassy 
fields. 

254 1883-CC MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Powerfully struck, 
the untoned surfaces show considerable contrast between the 
devices and the fields. 

255 1883-S AU 53 NGC. The brilliant surfaces show an overall scuffy 
appearance. This S-mint issue is quite difficult to locate in the pre¬ 
ferred Mint State grades. 

256 1883-S AU 58 NGC. There are a few scattered circulation marks on 
both sides of this untoned example. 

257 1883-S MS 63 PCGS. This heavily circulated S-mint delivery is 
quite scarce in all Mint State grades. The present survivor shows 
crisp definition and a few scattered, grade-defining bagmarks. Both 
sides are, however, devoid of individually distracting abrasions. The 
untoned surfaces reveal swirling mint frost that radiates through the 
holder with blinding intensity. An important opportunity for Mint 
State silver dollar collectors. 

258 1884 MS 65 PCGS. Untoned, frosty, and powerfully struck. 

259 1884 MS 65 NGC, satiny with a thin film of golden patina on each 
side; and an 1888 MS 65 NGC, lustrous for the issue with a portion 
of the obverse trimmed in reddish-gold toning. (Total: 2 coins) 

260 1884 MS 65 PCGS. Powerfully struck and brilliant throughout. 

261 1884-CC MS 64 PCGS. Sharply defined and brilliant-white with 
some reflectivity and normal marks for the grade. 

262 1884-CC MS 65 NGC. Frosty-white luster with bold details and a 
few very light scuffs on Liberty’s face. 

263 1884-CC MS 65 NGC. Sharply struck and lustrous with relatively 
clean fields and a few contact marks on Liberty’s face that prevent 
an even higher grade. 

264 1884-CC MS 65 NGC. Fully detailed with brilliant-white mint frost 
and light obverse abrasions. 

265 1884-CC MS 65 NGC. Gleaming white luster with nice definition 
and light obverse contact marks. 

Lustrous and untoned with nice definition 
and small contact marks on Liberty’s face. 

267 1884-CC MS 65 NGC. Untoned with the exception of delicate 
lavender rim highlights. 

268 1884-CC MS 65 PCGS. With crisp definition and swirling mint 
frost, this is an undeniable Gem Morgan dollar. 

269 1884-0 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike AN ACS. The snow-white 
devices reflect against the near-bottomless fields. Pale-gold toning 
lies scattered about the obverse and reverse peripheries, but the bal¬ 
ance of the features are untoned and radiant. 


270 1885-CC MS 65 PCGS. Typically frosty with only the slightest 
blemish on Liberty’s jaw and a single toning spot between stars 11 
and 12. 

271 1885-CC MS 65 NGC. Sharply struck and essentially white with 
light contact marks on the obverse. 

272 1885-CC MS 65 NGC. Lustrous and brilliant-white with sharp def¬ 
inition and light, obverse contact marks that prevent an even higher 
grade. 

273 1885-CC MS 65 NGC. Lustrous and untoned, the surfaces show 
razor sharp definition. 

274 1885-CC MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. This is an untoned, 
black and white representative of this low mintage CC-mint Morgan. 

275 1885-0 MS 64 PCGS; 1887 MS 64 PCGS; 1899-0 MS 62 NGC; 
and a 1934 MS 62 NGC, all the Morgans are brilliant while green 
and pink pastel colorations cover the obverse of the 1934. (Total: 4 
coins) 

276 1885-0 MS 65 NGC, two pieces, one untoned with snowy-white 
features set against a lustrous background and the other nearly as 
frosty and framed in attractive golden toning. (Total: 2 coins) 

277 1885-0 MS 63 Prooflike PCGS; (2) 1922 MS 64 PCGS; 1923 MS 
64 PCGS; and a 1925 MS 64 NGC, all are brilliant or nearly so and 
nice for the grade. (Total: 5 coins) 

278 1885-S MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous and generally untoned with crisp 
definition and a few light marks. 

279 1885-S MS 65 ANACS. This conditionally challenging S-mint issue 
is infrequently encountered at the Gem grade level. Frosty and orig¬ 
inal, both sides show mottled lavender-russet iridescence that deep¬ 
ens substantially about the denticles. As befits the grade, the features 
show pinpoint striking definition and both sides are free of distract¬ 
ing bagmarks. (See Color Photo) 

280 1886 MS 65 NGC, two pieces, both solid, satiny Gems, with one 
partially framed in reddish-gold toning; and a 1921 Morgan MS 65 
PCGS, razor sharp with specks of russet toning on the right side of 
the reverse. (Total: 3 coins) 

281 1886-S MS 64 NGC. Fully brilliant with Choice, almost unmarked 
fields. A borderline Gem of this low-mintage “Redfield” issue. 

282 1887/6 MS 63 PCGS. Brilliant and frosty, the surfaces reveal a few 
too many bagmarks to warrant a higher grade. A loupe is required to 
discern the remnants of the 6 about the base of the 7 in the date. 

283 1887-S MS 64 PCGS. A brilliant, borderline-prooflike example with 
frosted features that contrast nicely with the surrounding fields. The 
only mentionable distraction is a thin scrape in front of Liberty’s 
chin. 

284 1887-S MS 64 NGC. Untoned with dazzling mint luster that shim¬ 
mers from side to side and only a few scattered surface marks. 

285 1888 MS 64 Prooflike PCGS. Both sides are brilliant save for a 
small toning spot on the obverse between stars 1 and 2. 

286 1888-S MS 62 PCGS. The nearly brilliant surfaces are too heavily 
abraded to merit a higher grade. 

287 1888-S MS 64 NGC. Mostly brilliant with little deviation in texture 
from fields to devices and only minimal surface marks. The low 
mintage ‘88-S is in demand at all grade levels. 

288 1889-0 MS 63 PCGS. Thickly frosted, the surfaces are a few luster 
grazes away from a near-Gem grade. 

289 1889-0 MS 64 PCGS. Very well struck for the issue with a warm, 
satiny glow that is affected by the slightest blush of golden color on 
the obverse. 


290 1889-0 MS 64 PCGS. Excellent luster as usual with a slightly above 

average strike in the centers. 
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291 1889-0 MS 64 Prooflike NGC. Prooflike representatives of this 
issue are quite scarce in the preferred Mint State grades. With no dis¬ 
tracting bagmarks and above average definition for the issue, this is 
an undeniable near-Gem example. Both sides are essentially 
untoned. Population: 18 in 64, only 3 finer. 

292 1889-S MS 63 PCGS. Typically sharp and only a few milky specks 
on the obverse from full brilliance. 


293 1889-S MS 64 PCGS. Sharply struck and bright with a few light 
scuffs that prevent a higher grade. 

294 1890 MS 64 PCGS. Lightly toned, both sides are lustrous and 
sharply struck. 

295 1890-CC MS 64 NGC. This powerfully struck, cloud-white Morgan 
is a few trivial bagmarks away from a coveted MS 65 grade. Both 
sides display billowy mint frost and pleasing cartwheel effects. This 
lovely coin should be important to both Morgan dollar collectors and 
Carson City specialists. 

296 1890-0 MS 64 PCGS. Nicely detailed for an O-mint Morgan. 

297 1890-0 MS 64 NGC. Mottled golden-russet toning adorns the 
peripheral devices on both sides. 

298 1891 MS 64 NGC. Elusive as a Gem, this just-miss representative is 
sharply struck and free of all but the most trivial bagmarks. 

299 1891-CC MS 63 ANACS. Mottled orange-russet and cobalt-gray 
toning envelops both sides of this original CC-mint Morgan. Liber¬ 
ty’s cheek and the neighboring field display a few grade-limiting 
abrasions, but the balance of the surfaces are problem-free. 

300 1891-CC MS 64 PCGS. Completely brilliant and untoned with 
satiny fields, a couple of obverse surface marks limi t the grade. 

301 1891-CC MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS. In his book Sil¬ 
ver Dollars and Trade Dollars of the United States, Q. David Bow¬ 
ers states: “99% of the DMPL [1891-CC] coins surviving are in 
grades below MS 65.” If the rarity of the present lot is not enough to 
inspire spirited bidding, we call attention to the awe inspiring eye 
appeal of the pristine surfaces. As befits the issue, the devices are 
only thinly frosted and contrast very little with the reflective fields. 
In true CC-mint fashion, the powerful strike elicits every last design 
element. Both sides are untoned save for pale iridescence about the 
upper obverse and lower reverse peripheries. A fleeting opportunity 
for Morgan dollar collector to acquire one of the finest certified 
1891-CC Deep Mirror Prooflike silver dollars. 

302 1892 MS 65 NGC. Boldly struck for this reduced-mintage issue, the 
lowest of the four produced that year at the various Mints, with 
creamy-white surfaces that shimmer from side to side. A few trivial 
facial marks are noted, but are the only blemishes of any conse- 

uence on this desirable Gem Morgan. Population: 39 in 65, none 


303 1892-CC MS 64 PCGS. The obverse shows a pale-gold cast, the 
reverse is evenly toned in smoky-gray shades. Free of all but the 
most trivial abrasions. This CC-mint issue is scarce as a Gem and 
always popular in MS 64. 

304 1892-0 MS 64 NGC. Virtually untoned and particularly nice for the 
grade, boasting shimmering mint luster in the fields and outstanding 
definition on die central devices. Comparatively few Gems exist of 
this difficult New Orleans issue, so competition for this high-end 
example may be intense. 

305 1892-0 MS 64 NGC. Nearly a mate to the preceding coin, perhaps 
not quite as well defined on the critical central devices. A more indi¬ 
vidually distracting, if paper-thin blemish is noted in the field to the 
left of the portrait. 

306 1893 MS 63 NGC. This is a lustrous, sharply struck survivor from 
this popular and desirable year in Morgan dollar production. Light¬ 
ly abraded, as befits the assigned grade. 


307 1893 MS 64 PCGS. Although the 2000 Guide Book lists this issue’s 
mintage at 389,000 pieces, Q. David Bowers (1993) asserts that the 
accepted figure is 378,000 pieces. Either way, this low mintage P- 
mint issue is infrequently encountered above the near-Gem grade 
level. A premium quality coin for the grade, the present specimen 
shows smooth, lustrous surfaces and a silver-white appearance. The 
strike is sharp and noteworthy for the issue. 

308 1893 MS 61 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS. This coin was previ¬ 
ously offered as lot 5470 in our 1999 E-Fair Premier Sale, where it 
was described as: “In his book Morgan Dollars: An In Depth Study, 
Dean F. Howe asserts that the 1893 dollar is an elusive find with a 
prooflike finish. While most examples that appear at auction are uni¬ 
formly reflective, the present specimen carries lightly frosted 
devices that impart a modest cameo appearance. Adequately struck 
save for the hair over Liberty’s ear, die surfaces reveal numerous 
contact marks that account for the basal Mint State grade. The rus¬ 
set peripheral iridescence is a pleasing addition to this coin’s overall 
eye appeal, although the scattered toning spots throughout both the 
obverse and the reverse are a noteworthy detraction,” 

309 1893-CC XF 45 ANACS. Ori ginall y well struck, not one of those 
flat-as-a-pancake XFs, with a touch of copper-gold peripheral toning 
and a couple of small, darker areas on the reverse. This popular, 
final-year Carson City issue is probably seen more often in the lower 
reaches of Mint State than as an XF. 

310 1893-S—Cleaned—ANACS. VF Details, Net Fine 12. Both sides of 
this piece were cleaned in an apparent effort to lighten the rich lilac- 
gray toning that dominates the outward appearance. With ample 
remaining definition and no sizeable circulation marks, this is, nev¬ 
ertheless, a respectable representative of this key S-mint issue. 

311 1893-S AU 50 NGC. Lighdy toned in pearl-gray and pale violet 
hues, with only a trace of wear on the highpoints of the design and 
slight loss of luster in the exposed fields. The rarity and prohibitive 
cost of Mint State pieces makes this lustrous, high grade 1893-S a 
fine alternative for the collector with more obtainable goals. 

312 1894-S MS 63 NGC. Creamy, well frosted surfaces are gently over¬ 
laid in splashes of delicate golden-orange toning. The strike is fully 
executed and only a few modest facial marks affect the obverse. 

313 1894-S MS 64 NGC. This is a lovely. Choice Uncirculated survivor 
of this conditionally challenging S-mint delivery. Both sides are 
equally free of toning and detracting abrasions. Nicely struck. 

314 1896 MS 65 PCGS. This is a beautiful bag-toned Morgan dollar. 
Vibrant crimson, orange, gold, green, and blue crescents overlay the 
lower-right obverse, but the balance of this side displays warm 
peach patina. Similar colors are noted throughout the upper-right 
reverse. An affordable coin whose eye appeal far outstrips even the 
Gem grade. 

315 1896-0 AU 58 PCGS. An above average, but not quite full, strike 
with considerable luster adhering and normal contact marks for the 
grade. 

316 1897 MS 65 NGC. Virtually untoned with the expected sharpness of 
this lesser-seen Philadelphia issue and shimmering, satiny luster. 

317 1897-0 XF 45 NGC, untoned with a fair amount of hidden luster 
and a few small facial marks; and a 1927 AU 55 NGC, mostly bril¬ 
liant. (Total: 2 coins) 

318 1897-S MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. Untoned with a negligible degree of 
contrast and a refreshing absence of surface marks. 

319 1898 MS 65 PCGS, boldly struck and untoned save for small patch¬ 
es of dark color below the date and in the reverse field; and a 1901- 
O MS 65 PCGS, untoned with mild reflective qualities on the 
reverse. (Total: 2 coins) 

320 1898 MS 65 PCGS. A well struck example of this scarcer, late date 
dollar that shows medium steel-violet color on both sides. 

321 1898 MS 65 NGC. Delicate tan iridescence over the right obverse 
field interrupts the otherwise smooth, snow-white surfaces. 

322 1898-0 MS 65 PCGS. Well defined and lustrous with an overlay of 
golden reverse toning and a few light luster grazes. 
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323 1898-0 MS 65 NGC, untoned and satiny with a silky-smooth por¬ 
trait that is a couple of hair strands short of complete; and an 1899- 
0 MS 65 NGC, the obverse of this satiny Gem is partially framed in 
golden toning. (Total: 2 coins) 

324 1899-S MS 64 PCGS. Well defined and lustrous with a few notice¬ 
able obverse contact marks. 

325 1900 MS 65 NGC. Both the powerful strike and the carefully pre¬ 
served surfaces are free of criticism. 

326 1900-0 MS 65 NGC, two pieces, both essentially untoned and one 
with a noticeably sharper strike. (Total: 2 coins) 

327 1900-S MS 64 PCGS. Both sides of this sharply struck example are 
satiny in texture and essentially brilliant in appearance. 

328 1900-S MS 64 PCGS. Nicely struck and lustrous. 

329 1901-0 MS 65 PCGS. The strike is nearly complete with full luster 
beneath an overlay of golden toning and a few contact marks on Lib¬ 
erty’s face. 

330 1902 MS 65 NGC. Mottled lilac-russet peripheral iridescence rings 
the untoned, flashy centers. Sharply struck and satiny in texture. 

331 1903 MS 65 NGC, two pieces, both very well struck with golden 
toning that gravitates to the margins. (Total: 2 coins) 

332 1903 MS 67 NGC. This piece was previously offered as lot 5517 in 
our 1999 E-Fair Premier Sale, where it was described as: “Although 
readily available through the MS 66 grade tier, superb gem repre¬ 
sentations of this P-mint dollar are only infrequently encountered by 
even the most persistent collectors. Untoned save for faint gold high¬ 
lights about isolated areas of the rims, this satiny example displays 
placid surfaces that are temptingly close to numismatic perfection. 
The bold impression wanes slightly on the hair over Liberty’s ear, 
although we note that the overall eye appeal of this piece does full 
justice to the vaunted grade designation. A piece that belongs in the 
finest collection of Morgan dollars.” 

333 1903-0 MS 65 PCGS. Satiny and exceptionally smooth for this more 
difficult New Orleans issue, exhibiting a brilliant finish overall. 

334 1904-0 MS 66 PCGS. A shimmering, virtually untoned example 
with a hint of forgivable softness over Liberty’s ear. 

335 1904-S MS 64 PCGS. Brilliant, deeply lustrous surfaces are well 
detailed for this conditionally scarce issue and are only a few minor 
marks at the base of Liberty ; s neck from Gem status. 

336 1921-D MS 65 PCGS. Bright-white luster with sharp definition and 
a few light obverse scuffs. 

337 1921-S MS 64 PCGS. Brilliant and lustrous with hints of reflectivi¬ 
ty and only a few light contact marks. 

CERTIFIED PROOF MORGAN DOLLAR 

338 1879 PR 63 PCGS. Dusky-gold patina hugs the surfaces of this 
sharply struck, mirrored proof. The grade-defining hairlines are 
largely hidden from view. 

CERTIFIED PEACE DOLLARS 

339 1921 MS 64 PCGS. Poor striking definition (as befits the issue) is 
the only mentionable distraction on this otherwise lovely, near-Gem 
example. Even golden iridescence adorns the smooth surfaces. 

340 1922 MS 62 PCGS; (2) 1923 MS 62 PCGS; (3) 1923 MS 63 PCGS, 
one with dark, irregular toning; 1926 MS 62 PCGS; and a 1926-S 
MS 62 PCGS. All are brilliant or delicately toned, unless noted. 
(Total: 8 coins) 

341 1922 MS 65 NGC, lightly patinated on each side; and a 1935 MS 64 
PCGS, brilliant and sharply defined, a near-Gem example. (Total: 2 
coins) 


1922-D MS 65 PCGS. Both sides are intensely lustrous and quite 
well impressed for the series. 

1922-D MS 65 NGC. The untoned surfaces pound through the hold¬ 
er with blinding-white intensity. 

1922-S MS 64 PCGS. With few contact marks to report, the surfaces 
are premi um quality for even the respected near-Gem grade. 

1922-S MS 64 PCGS. Both sides of this S-mint example show rich, 
smoky, lavender-gray patina. Crescents of rainbow iridescence are 
also noted in isolated peripheral areas. This toning scheme ade¬ 
quately masks the few wispy bagmarks that serve to preclude an MS 
65 grade. 

1923 MS 63 PCGS. Sharply struck with gleaming-white luster and 
a few light obverse scuffs. 

1923 MS 65 PCGS. Bright and fully lustrous with especially clean, 
matte-like surfaces. 

1923 MS 65 PCGS, two pieces, one tinted a delicate rose-gray and 
the other brilliant. (Total: 2 coins) 

1924 MS 65 NGC, clean and frosty with a prominent toning speck 
on Liberty’s cheek; and a 1925 MS 65 NGC, boldly struck with 
superior luster and a minimum of surface marks. (Total: 2 corns) 

1924 MS 66 NGC. Exceptional quality for the series, the bold 
impression and mark-free surfaces provide for noteworthy eye 
appeal. Mottled russet accents have gathered about the peripheries, 
but the balance of the surfaces are essentially untoned. An important 
coin for Gem quality type purposes. 

1927 MS 63 PCGS, lightly toned in golden shades; 1927-D MS 61 
PCGS, lustrous and baggy; and a 1928-S MS 63 PCGS, bisecting 
swaths of golden iridescence are noted through the centers of both 
sides. (Total: 3 coins) 

1928 MS 64 PCGS. Brilliant-white and fully lustrous with sharp def¬ 
inition and light obverse scuffing. 

1928-S MS 62 PCGS, brilliant; 1934-D MS 61 PCGS, overlaid in 
milky gray and golden hues; and a 1935 MS 62 PCGS, a shimmer¬ 
ing, untoned example. (Total: 3 coins) 

1928-S MS 64 NGC. Natural russet and rose toning is sprinkled over 
both sides and does not diminish in the least the intensity of the 
underlying luster. Only the occasional blemish on the central devices 
keeps this beautiful ‘28-S from a Gem rating. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SET 

A high quality 1941 proof set, all PCGS certified with the following 
results: cent PR 64 Red, lemon-yellow highlights; nickel PR 65, 
milky patina is confined to the fields; dime PR 66, well mirrored 
beneath a light gray patination; quarter PR 66, light blue and golden 
patina gravitates to the borders; and half dollar PR 66, blushes of 
pastel color on each side. (Total; 5 coins) 

CERTIFIED COMMEMORATIVE GOLDS 

1926 Sesquicentennial MS 62 NGC. Delicate orange patina graces 
both sides. 

1926 Sesquicentennial MS 63 PCGS. A normal strike for the issue 
with bright, lustrous surfaces and a few light contact marks. 

1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. The milky-white iridescence 
that overlays both sides is only visible at select angles. The underly¬ 
ing surfaces are orange-gold in color and free of all but the most triv¬ 
ial contact marks. 

CERTIFIED GOLD DOLLARS 

1853 MS 62 PCGS. Lustrous and moderately abraded. 
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360 1853 MS 64 PCGS. With relatively smooth surfaces and pleasing 
yellow-gold coloration, this is a strong candidate for inclusion in a 
near-Gem type set. Powerfully struck throughout. 

361 1853 MS 65 NGC. The present Gem representative shows swirling 
mint frost and rich orange-gold coloration. Nicely struck for the 
series, both sides are smooth and indicative of the assigned grade. 

362 1854 Type Two AU 58 NGC. Decent sharpness for the issue, with 
pleasing reddish accents and a few trivial pinscratches in the fields. 

363 1854 Type Two AU 58 PCGS. Always popular, especially this close 
to Mint State. Attractive pale yellow-gold color, with no impair- 


364 1854 Type Two AU 58 PCGS. Unusually well defined, particularly 
in the center of the reverse. Mostly lustrous, a little wear shows on 
the highpoints. 

365 1854 Type Two AU 58 PCGS. Subdued copper-yellow color over¬ 
lays both sides. A few scattered contact marks are noted, but this is 
an attractive near-Mint example of this brief and popular gold dollar 
design. 

366 1855 Type Two AU 58 PCGS. The surfaces show subdued, tan-gold 
color and a few scattered abrasions. 

367 1 857 MS 62 PCGS. Lustrous and well struck. The 1857 is one of the 
more common dates among early Type Threes, but is still a difficult 
coin in higher grades. 

368 1874 MS 64 PCGS. The surfaces are lustrous, problem-free, and sug¬ 
gestive of a full Gem grade. An attractive Type Three gold dollar. 

369 1875—Polished—ANACS. MS 60 Details, Net AU 50. This coin 
previously appeared as lot 5560 in our 1999 E-Fair Premier Sale, 
where it was cataloged as: “From a tiny mintage of only 400 busi¬ 
ness strikes comes this noteworthy gold dollar. Only several dozen 
examples of this issue are thought to exist in mint condition. 
Although this coin is among those Uncirculated survivors, a mild 
polishing in the past has left the fields of this well struck dollar 
unnaturally bright and reflective. The tiny ‘spine’ that descends from 
the throat of Liberty, a diagnostic of Philadelphia’s business strikes, 
is still strong. This date has consistently been at the tops of collec¬ 
tors’ want lists and demand always outstrips supply. Why not, as it 
is among the rarest of all late nineteenth century gold issues? No 
bothersome marks are noted on the mirrored fields and the appear¬ 
ance is far closer to a proof example than a business strike. 

370 1881 MS 63 PCGS. Only 7,620 business strikes were produced of 
this date. The surfaces are satiny, but not quite fully struck in the 
center of the reverse. The fields are free of most troublesome abra¬ 
sions. 

371 1883 MS 64 PCGS. The yellow-gold surfaces are smooth and sug¬ 
gestive of a full Gem grade. One of only 10,800 pieces produced and 
popular as such. 

372 1887 MS 64 PCGS. A sparkling little jewel, mildly prooflike in the 
fields with contrasting devices that are quite frosty. One of several 
“hoard” dates in the gold dollar series from the 1880s, just 7,500 
pieces were originally struck. A few hundred choice and better spec¬ 
imens are known to survive and many of those are semi-prooflike to 
prooflike. Some deep red patina is seen on both sides. 

CERTIFIED PROOF GOLD DOLLAR 


373 1888 PR 64 PCGS. Since public interest started to wane in the late 

1880s, many of the 1,079 proof gold dollars produced by the Mint in 
1888 were melted as unsold. While numismatic scholars estimate 
that about 165 pieces remain in today’s market, unimpaired, high 
quality survivors are scarce and always in demand. This is a suitably 
cameoed example with bright, orange-gold coloration. Neither side 
reveals distractions that would seem to rule out a full Gem grade. 
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CERTIFIED CLASSIC QUARTER EAGLE 

374 1836 AU 55 PCGS. Block 8. The surfaces retain considerable luster 

despite light rub and scattered contact marks. Nicely detailed, this 
yellow-gold example represents an important find for budget-mind¬ 
ed type collectors. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 


375 1855 AU 58 NGC. although well defined, the luster on this lesser- 
seen early issue is a trifle subdued and just short of complete in the 
exposed areas of the fields. 

376 1879 MS 62 NGC. A bright, satiny specimen that is available in Mint 
State in far smaller quantities than the more common dates from the 
1900s and is quite scarce as the grade exceeds MS 62. One contact 
mark is noticed on the obverse near Liberty’s forehead. 

377 1889 MS 62 PCGS. The golden-rose surfaces show the usual num¬ 
ber of small contact marks for the grade. The strike is razor sharp. 

378 1890 MS 62 NGC. A bold striking with milky patina that tends to 
subdue the underlying semi-reflective luster. One of just 8,720 busi¬ 
ness strikes issued. Population: 17 in 62, 27 finer. 

379 1900 MS 61 NGC. Sharply detailed with bright satiny luster and a 
few pinpoint marks about the eagle. 

380 1900 MS 66 PCGS. With a respectable (by Coronet quarter eagle 
standards) mintage of 67,000 pieces, the 1900 is an issue that does 
not seem to warrant a “scarce” description. While this holds true 
through the MS 65 grade level, the present specimen is a notewor¬ 
thy exception. Frosty and predominantly orange-gold in color, the 
surfaces are free of even the most trivial contact marks. As befits a 
P-mint quarter eagle from the dawn of the 20th century, the power¬ 
ful strike draws forth every minute detail. In sum, this is a lovely 
coin from both technical and aesthetic perspectives. 

381 1902 MS 63 PCGS. A few scattered abrasions serve to limit the 
grade. 

382 1905 MS 65 PCGS. This little jewel has bold details with glistening 
luster and exceptionally clean surfaces. 

383 1906 MS 61 NGC. Particularly lustrous with a smidgen of scuffiness 
in the fields that limits the grade, but not the appeal. 

384 1907 MS 65 PCGS. An enchanting coin that appears to be essen¬ 
tially defect-free. More importantly, however, is the thick, swirling 
mint luster that covers each side. Rich colorations of deep reddish- 
russet are seen at the border areas that add even more to the overall 
eye appeal of this magnificent type coin. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 


385 1908 MS 63 PCGS. Clean and lustrous but softly struck in the cen¬ 
ter of the eagle’s wing. 

386 1909 MS 63 PCGS. Both sides of this orange-gold example show 
above average definition for the series. 

387 1911 MS 62 PCGS. Well struck with bright, lustrous surfaces. 
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388 1911 MS 62 PCGS. Nicely detailed, with pleasing satiny luster and 
that alluring yellow-gold color. 

389 1911 MS 63 NGC. An attractive piece with clean surfaces display¬ 
ing a hint of light golden toning. 

390 1911 MS 64 PCGS. Green-gold color characterizes both sides of this 
high quality survivor. With boldly struck details and problem-free 
surfaces, this coin would do justice to either a Mint State type set or 
a prized collection of Indian Head quarter eagles. 

391 1913 MS 63 PCGS. Minimally abraded with a thin veil of pale 
orange and olive patina draped across each side. 

392 1915 MS 63 PCGS. Relatively unmarked with bright, satiny luster 
and just a touch of flatness on the Native American’s cheek. 

393 1925-D MS 63 NGC. Fully struck with excellent color and luster. A 
Select type coin. 

394 1925-D MS 64 PCGS. This is a lovely, upper-end type coin that has 
most of the eye appeal of a full Gem. Lustrous and sharply struck 
with reddish-golden color. 

395 1926 MS 62 NGC. Fully bright with a reasonably good strike. 

396 1926 MS 64 PCGS. Vibrant surfaces with boldly struck devices that 
are utterly frosty and free of significant abrasions. 

397 1927 MS 64 PCGS. Well defined with rich golden luster. A couple 
of min or marks on the reverse limit the grade. 

398 1928 MS 64 PCGS. Breathtaking mint luster and color with rose- 
gold surfaces. A sharp looking type piece. 

399 1929 MS 64 NGC. This pleasing, near-Gem is sharply detailed and 
lustrous with nice yellow-gold color and minimal marks for the 
grade. 

CERTIFIED THREE DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 

400 1874 AU 53 NGC. Some luster still shows on this sharply struck 
example. Certainly a worthwhile type coin. 

401 1878 MS 62 PCGS. Deep orange-gold color and minimally abrad¬ 
ed for the grade. A popular issue for type coin purposes. 

402 1878 MS 62 PCGS. Although lustrous and sharply struck, the sur¬ 
faces show a few too many grade-limiting contact marks. None of 
these distractions are, however, worthy of individual mention and 
the eye appeal is suitable for the grade. 

CERTIFIED CLASSIC HALF EAGLE 

403 1834 Plain 4 AU 50 PCGS. The bright, still-lustrous surfaces show 
a bit of light opaque patina in the fields and virtually no handling 
marks. A bit softly struck, as invariably found, on the hair curl in 
front of the ear of Liberty as well as the juncture of the eagle’s left 
leg and shield. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

404 1880 MS 62 PCGS. Full, satiny luster, with a few small abrasions 
and a soft strike on the eagle that account for the grade. 

405 1881 AU 58 PCGS. Mostly lustrous and well defined with only a 
hint of circulation on the highpoints. 

406 1881 MS 64 NGC. The champagne-gold surfaces display adequate 
striking characteristics and swirling mint frost. Free of mentionable 
abrasions, the surfaces are suggestive of an even higher grade. Near- 
Gem survivors of this delivery are anything but common and full 
Gem representatives are elusive. 

407 1881-S MS 62 PCGS. Well defined with bright, satiny luster. 


408 1881-S MS 62 AN ACS. Sharp and lustrous with a small alloy stain 
conspicuously located at Liberty’s eye. 

409 1882 AU 58 ANACS. A bright, moderately abraded example. 

410 1883 MS 62 PCGS. Well struck with excellent luster and subtle 
pinkish color overall. A scarce issue in strict Mint State and rarely 
seen finer. Superior for the grade. 

411 1886-S MS 62 NGC. Pleasing color and luster for the grade, being 
kept from Select quality by a vertical cut to the left of the portrait. 

412 1887-S MS 61 NGC. Bright, moderately abraded surfaces with 
orange peripheral accents. 

413 1891-CC AU 55 PCGS. The most readily available half eagle from 
the Nevada branch mint, the ‘91-CC has long been popular among 
type collectors. Lightly abraded, the otherwise orange-gold surfaces 
reveal delicate copper colored peripheral highlights. Both sides 
exhibit bold definition despite light rub across the highpoints. 

414 1893 MS 62 NGC. Satiny overall with abrasions to the left of the 
portrait that are of primary concern. 

415 1899 MS 63 NGC. Sharply defined with a slight haziness over each 
side. 

416 1900 MS 62 PCGS. Well struck, especially in the centers, with sub¬ 
dued, satiny luster and a few light abrasions. 

417 1904 MS 63 NGC. Lustrous, satiny surfaces are pummeled with tiny 
contact marks on the obverse. 

418 1904 MS 64 PCGS. Minimally abraded for a coin at the Choice 
level, with rich green-golden color and a shimmering, satiny finish. 

419 1906 MS 62 PCGS. Deep yellow-gold color and firmly impressed in 
all areas. 

420 1906-D MS 63 PCGS. Well struck and lustrous with nice yellow- 
gold color and normal marks for the grade. One of only two Denver 
Mint half eagles and a popular type coin. 

421 1907 MS 61 NGC. Deep, satiny luster with no overlay distracting 
surface marks. 

422 1907 MS 63 PCGS. Bumt-orange toning with an average strike and 
fewer marks than normal for the grade. 

423 1908 MS 64 NGC. Fully struck with clean, problem-free surfaces. A 
definite upper-end coin that is, in many ways, suggestive of a Gem. 
Attractive, light color. 

424 1908 MS 64 PCGS. A popular transitional date in the half eagle 
series, this representative shows rich, frosty luster. Free of bother¬ 
some abrasions, the near-Gem quality surfaces display pleasing def¬ 
inition. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN HALF EAGLES 

425 1908-D MS 63 PCGS. Well struck with excellent luster and showing 
just a few small abrasions scattered about. An attractive type piece. 

426 1909-D MS 62 PCGS. Bright yellow-golden color with a few grade- 
limiting contact marks. 

427 1909-D MS 62 PCGS. No Heritage sale is complete without an ‘09- 
D five. This one is bright and lustrous with a typical amount of small 
marks for the grade. 

428 1909-D MS 62 PCGS. A popular issue among Mint State type col¬ 
lectors, the present example shows somewhat subdued champagne- 
gold surfaces and bold striking details. 

429 1909-D MS 62 PCGS. A vibrant, well detailed example that is held 
back in grade by a couple prominent facial marks.

In Akers’ auction survey conducted several years ago, this 
issue was tied with several others for seventh place in rarity accord¬ 
ing to average grade, and it ranked in the top 25 percent of the series 
in overall rarity. This example is bright overall with portions of 
remaining luster around the devices. The striking details are a bit 
weak with the peripheral stars showing the least definition. There are 
a number of small and moderate sized abrasions, seen mostly over 
the obverse, as are a couple of dark surface stains. Population: 2 in 
50, 2 finer. 

444 1879 MS 62 PCGS. Bright and lustrous with sharp definition and 
some light scuffing. Far less obtainable than a mintage of 384,770 
pieces might suggest, and conditionally scarce in MS 62 and finer 
conditions. Population: 14 in 62, 9 finer. 

445 1881-S MS 62 PCGS. Bright, sharp, lustrous surfaces with a typical 
amount of contact marks. Conditionally rare in finer grades. 

446 1881-S MS 62 PCGS. Lustrous, sharply struck, and baggy. 

447 1886-S MS 62 PCGS. The surfaces are frosty, copper-gold in color, 
and baggy. 

448 1888-S MS 62 PCGS. Pleasing rose-gold coloration enhances the 
overall eye appeal of this moderately abraded eagle.

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449 1891-CC AU 58 PCGS. An exemplary strike with just the barest 
trace of friction.

Thick, creamy mint frost with light lus¬ 
ter grazes and a significant contact mark on Liberty’s face that pre¬ 
vents a higher grade. 

494 1888-S MS 61 PCGS. Nice luster with numerous contact marks, par¬ 
ticularly on the obverse. 

495 1890 MS 62 PCGS. Elusive any finer, the present example is a 
sharply struck and frosty survivor of this P-mint issue.

573 1908 No Motto MS 66 NGC. Ex: Wells Fargo. A refreshingly clean, 
satiny example from this high quality hoard, with only the normal 
bluntness on the breast and knee of Liberty. 

574 1910 MS 63 NGC. An attractive, frosty coin with one small cut on 
Liberty’s gown. 

575 1913 MS 62 PCGS. Yellow-gold in color and sharply struck, this is 
an attractive coin despite the MS 62 grade. A scarcer P-mint Saint- 
Gaudens, the 1913 registered an original mintage of only 168,700 
pieces. 

576 1914-D MS 63 ANACS. High eye appeal for the grade, displaying 
bright, satiny luster and scattered surface marks. 

577 1914-S MS 64 PCGS. Glorious color and luster, being just a few 
well hidden marks on Liberty’s robe from an otherwise deserved 
Gem rating.

Subdued luster bars the lightly 
marked surfaces from a higher grade. Pale peripheral iridescence is 
noted on the obverse. 

584 1893 Isabella Quarter MS 64 PCGS. The lustrous surfaces are free 
of mentionable distractions and are at the threshold of a higher 
grade. Both sides show mottled pale-gold accents.

DOLLAR below. Struck in silver with a reeded edge. The otherwise 
even, lilac-gray toning yields to cobalt-blue iridescence in select 
areas throughout the obverse. Both sides are, nonetheless, suitably 
mirrored and the sharply struck features are appreciable at all angles. 

The 
obverse shows the Liberty Seated design used to coin regular issue 

1865 quarters. The reverse displays a modified version of the eagle 
used on regular issue 1865 quarters with the legend UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA above and the denomination QUARTER 
DOLLAR below. Struck in silver with a reeded edge. Deeply toned 
throughout, lavender and charcoal-gray iridescence dominates both 
sides. Electric-blue and crimson-orange undertones are, however, 
visible at select angles. The surfaces are smooth and free of distract¬ 
ing hairlines. 

762 1872 Commercial Dollar, Judd-1219, Pollock-1360, R.6, PR 62 
PCGS. The obverse is of the regular issue for 1872 dollars. The 
reverse is ornately inscribed with COMMERCIAL DOLLAR 420 
GRAINS 900 FEME in the center, surrounded by an olive wreath 
with GOD OUR TRUST on a scroll at the bottom of the wreath, and 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA at the top of that side. Struck in 
silver with a reeded edge. Thick, rich, lavender-gray toning envelops 
both sides. This toning scheme equally obscures the proof qualities 
and the grade-defining hairlines. Sharply struck and bold detailed 
from rim to rim. 

763 1879 Metric Dollar, Judd-1623, Pollock-1819, R.6-7, PR 63 Red 
and Brown PCGS. Metric dollar design by George Morgan, featur¬ 
ing a bland, rarely seen head of Liberty, her hair brushed back and 
fastened in a bun, and with a wide ribbon at the top of the head. The 
reverse is the standard Metric dollar design with DEO EST GLORIA 
featured prominently above the composition in the center. Struck in 
copper with a reeded edge. Steel-gray toning and rich, cherry-red 
luster compete for dominance on the reverse. The obverse is uni¬ 
formly toned in steel-blue and golden shades, but blushes of original 
luster are evident about the date. 
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
